PRISON FOOD BLUES 

Company sued for allegedly diluting spices, sending 
expired salad dressing to Minnesota prison

I n August 2018, Federal Medical 
Center Rochester ordered several 
cases of Italian and ranch salad 
dressings from a company called 
Artisan Foods. 

A shipment of “creamy Italian dressing” 
arrived at the federal prison in October 
of that year. A label on the container said 
it came from Artisan Foods, and that the 
dressing would expire in 2019. But when 
inspectors peeled it off, what was under¬ 
neath told a different story. 

Below, they could clearly read that the 
box was from a company called Flavor- 
Pros, and the dressing was already past 
its “best by” date. 

How that expired, mislabeled dressing 
got to Rochester is a long story, according 
to a complaint filed in South Carolina Dis¬ 
trict Court last week. The alleged incident 
is part of a lawsuit against FlavorPros on 
behalf of the Federal Bureau of Prisons. 


The bureau is responsible for about 
185,000 prisoners across the country, 
which includes “providing healthy, nutri¬ 
tionally sound, and appetizing meals” for 
them, accordingto court documents. Usu¬ 
ally, it works with different food companies 
through a bidding process, and contracts 
specifying that the ingredients have to be 
“pure,” meaning “no additives, extenders, 
foreign matter, or flow agents.” 

FlavorPros regularly underbid other 
vendors, landing contracts all over the 
United States. But court documents say 
owner Charlene Brach admitted to adding 
“up to 25 percent filler material” to her 
spices, essentially watering them down. 
FlavorPros cinnamon obtained by the Food 
and Drug Administration tested to be, on 
average, 66 percent other stuff—including 
“dextrin, maltodextrin, starch, or flour.” 
The garlic powder didn’t fare much bet¬ 
ter, nor did the black pepper. 


Court documents allege that between 
2014 and 2017, FlavorPros scammed “over 
80” different correctional facilities out of 
over $530,000 this way. The Department 
of Justice summarily suspended the com¬ 
pany and its owners from contracting with 
the federal government, until they were 
temporarily reinstated in March of 2018. 

FlavorPros hasn’t landed a contract since 
July of last year. But later that month, a 
brand new company sprang up in New 
Jersey: Artisan Foods. (It happened to be 
incorporated at the personal residence of 
Richard Brach, president of FlavorPros 


and son of FlavorPros owner Charlene.) 

Cue the salad dressing incident. Pros¬ 
ecutors believe Charlene and Richard 
disguised FlavorPros as Artisan Foods 
to avoid scrutiny from the Department of 
Justice and “unjustly enrich” themselves 
“at the expense of the United States.” 

Artisan Foods didn’t respond to inter¬ 
view requests, but according to a South 
Carolina newspaper, Charlene denied 
guilt on Tuesday and said if the spices 
were diluted, it wasn’t her company’s fault. 

“I’m not guilty at all,” she said.

S crolling the lifeless pro¬ 
cession of beige walls and 
unfortunate carpeting, 
you reassure yourself: It’s 
just a room , we’ll only be 
sleeping there. 

True to an extent, but major-chain hotels 
end up playing host to a large chunk of your 
vacation, setting the vibe for the bookend 
hours of your rarefied reprieve from the 
9-to-5. You can do better. And you can do 
weirder, quainter, quirkier, lusher, grander, 
and/or zanier. 

Thankfully, Minnesota affords folks 
surplus vacation-rental opportunities that 
break the La Quinta mold. From a humble 
woodland bubble to a palatial riverside 
estate, here are the state’s standout spots 
to crash while you’re burning PTO. 

To get started, let’s say you wanna stay 
in a... 

TREEHOUSE 


Location: Cottage Grove 
Average Cost: $245 per night, sleeps four 
Paula and Michael Bushilla have built a 
booming wedding business at Hope Glen 
Farm, their historic property dating back 
to 1860. In 2016, the couple added a fairy¬ 
tale lodging option for wedding parties or 
anyone else passing through the southeast 
Twin Cities: the only rentable treehouse 
loft in the metro. And it’s a stunner, with 
a towering stone fireplace, jacuzzi tub, 
“secret room,” and views for days off the 
elevated decks. 

History: “Our brides and grooms kept 
asking for a place to stay here on our 
property,” Paula says. “My dad built 
me a treehouse when I was a little girl, 
and that treehouse meant so much to 
me, so that was the inspiration. This is 
the treehouse beyond all of our wildest 
dreams.” 

Perks and/or Challenges: “Itwas amajor 
ordeal to go through all the hoops and 
regulations. We’re very grateful for our 
local mayor; he’s been a big fan from the 
beginning and just thought it’d be neat 
to offer the Twin Cities’ first treehouse 
lodging option.” 

Typical Guest: “We’ve had guests come 
from all over the United States, and Spain, 
France, and England. Some people are 
looking for something very unique, and 
we’re honored to be on their list.” 

Best Feature: “How the petrified wood 
pedestal sink turned out in the bathroom 
in the secret room. It’s in the shape of a 
heart.” 

Special Memory: “It’s just so fun to 
surprise people with the secret room, 
because nobody suspects it. People freak 
out, sometimes they have tears in their 
eyes. It’s just so magical.” 

Guest Review: “I felt like we were in a 
cottage in the enchanted forest!” Lacee

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wrote. “I especially loved the tower and 
the secret room—so magical!” 

CASTLE 


Location: Marine on St. Croix 
Average Cost: $799 per night, sleeps eight 
Fifteen minutes outside downtown Still¬ 
water, an honest-to-goodness castle has 
majestically rested on the shores of the 
St. Croix River for 82 years. John Norusis 
acquired the Edwin Lundie-designed mas¬ 
terpiece two years ago, hopingto eventually 
retire on the six acres nestled alongside 
William O’Brien State Park. Until then, 
guests can enjoy its stone-and-wood 
splendor, including a sprawling patio 
that practically spills into the federally 
protected scenic riverway. 

History: “It was built for the MacMillan 
family, who were cousins of the Cargills,” 
Norusis says. “It’s areally unique, special 
place. It’s 100 percent stone and it was 
quarried on-site.” 

Perks and/or Challenges: “I was con¬ 
tacted by Disney a month ago by their new 
streaming service [to rent for shooting], 
so that was pretty cool.” 

Typical Guest: “If it’s part of a wedding 
day or part of a 50th birthday party or an 
anniversary, it’s part of their memory. I’m 
glad to be able to assist in that.” 

Best Feature: “It’s literally something out 
of a fairy tale. The moment I saw it online, 
I kinda thought when I looked at it it’d be 
less appealing, but the photos didn’t do it 
justice. The craftsmanship... I don’t know if 
there are masons alive who could do this.” 
Special Memory: “Obviously not every¬ 
body can afford this place, but to be able 
to spend a weekend here... you’ve only got 
so many days here. If you can help people 
enjoy their special occasions and loved 
ones, that’s a cool thing to be a part of.” 
Guest Review: “One-of-a-kindproperty!” 
Andrew wrote. “Amazing historical place 
and great place to relax; the deck and views 
are one of a kind.” 

CHURCH 


Location: Red Wing 
Average cost: $375 per night, sleeps eight 
Wanna shoot pool and sip non-transub- 
stantiated vino in God’s house? You’ve got a 
4,500-square-foot option in one of Minne¬ 
sota’s historic river cities. Kelley Pufpaffs 
converted church has been transformed 
into an idealized hangout spot: billiards, 
ping-pong, a fireplace, and a 70-inch TV, 
all situated under sky-reaching ceilings. 
History: “It’s originally an 1880s Lutheran 
church. About 20 years ago, the congrega¬ 
tion shut down, and a few years after that 
a realtor and her husband renovated it into 
their home,” Pufpaff says. “Around 2013, 
I saw [their listing], and I sent [the seller] 
an email that was like, Til take it. I want 
it the way you have it.’ We turned it into a 
VRBO and we get to enjoy it as a family.” 


Perks and/or Challenges: “It’s just 
beautiful. It has 22-foot ceilings, so in 
the middle of the winter when you’re 
feeling cooped-up, it’s my favorite place 
to be. When you walk into that place, 
it’s like walking into a fortress. You’re 
kind of in your own little oasis. From 
an ownership perspective, anytime 


something needs to be done to it, it’s 
not normal [laughs].” 

Typical Guest: “Interestingly, it typically 
attracts groups of middle-age women that 
wanna go out, have a good time, open 
six or seven bottles of wine, catch up on 
stories, or maybe craft a little bit. That 
seems to be the most common renter.” 


Best Feature: “I take personal joy from 
hitting a ping-pong ball 15 feet in the air, 
while, on the other side, I’m watching my 
family drink a bottle of wine in front of a 
warm fire. There’s also something about 
the choir lounge vantage point that’s really 
spectacular.” 

Special Memory: “We generally have 
at least one big holiday there a year. One 
Thanksgiving we got a bouncy house and 
put it up by where the altar used to be.” 
Guest Review: “An absolute delight! Even 
more beautiful in person,” Raz wrote. 'You 
won’t want to leave, even with the charming 
towns and beautiful river views nearby!” 

“HARRY POTTER” 

HOUSE 


Location: Minneapolis 
Average Cost: $750 per night, sleeps 12 
Jeff Arundel’s whimsical urban castle, 
which has gone on and off the market 
for years, is a perpetual source of fascina¬ 
tion for home-peepers. In 2017, the musi¬ 
cian/restaurateur was set to unload his 
108-year-old marvel to Brass Foundry 
Brewing Co., whose owners hoped to make 
it into a “destination brewery.” That deal 
fell through, so Arundel remodeled the rare 
downtown single-family home, stripping 
away some of its Lord of the Rings -ian 
mystique before placing it on the rental 
market earlier this year. 

History: “In the’80s, areally well-known 
couple—John and Sage Cowles—they made 
this old blacksmith shop into a residence,” 
Arundel says. “I bought it from them in2002 
and lived there for 15 years. I created what 
has come to be known as 'The Harry Potter 
House.’ Everything about this place was a 
living art piece. We spent 90 days redoing 
it and made it into a downtown urban loft.” 
Perks and/or Challenges: “There’s a 
weird way that when you go from being 
a home to a rental property, stuff breaks 
that never broke in 15 years [laughs]. The 
upside is the place has had a ton of curios¬ 
ity, and now people can rent it and use it.” 
Typical Guest: “Because of the proximity 
to U.S. Bank Stadium, the Vikings season 
has been really great. With regard to being 
the only single-family dwelling in that 
12-block radius of downtown, there’s an 
allure to it, whether it’s U.S. Bank Stadium 
or corporate stuff.” 

Best Feature: “It’s got a probably 30-by- 
50 room in it that the Cowleses used as 
a dance and yoga studio. I used it as a 
recording studio and rehearsal space. Now 
that’s become a 'great hall,’ where it’s a 
great place to watch a game. The rooftop 
deck is also really unique.” 

Special Memory: “There’s only special 
memories. I got married there twice. In 
England they have 'great houses,’ those 
are the properties that have all memories 
attached to ’em—heartbreak, joy, won¬ 
der, envy. The reality of what happened 
to that house during my 15 years—the 
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celebrations, heartache, wonder, 
drama—everything happened in 
that great home.” 

Guest Review: “Great property!” 
Joel wrote. “Worked perfectly for 
our group, everyone is still talking 
about it.” 

GRAIN SILO 


Location: Clear Lake 
Average Cost: $125 per night, 
sleeps two 

You ain’t gonna find horses, goats, 
and an ol’ swimmin’ hole at most 
reputable Holiday Inns. But in 
Clear Lake, a “prairie retreat” an 
hour northwest of the metro, you’ll 
discover all those barnyard amenities 
and more. That’s because the place is a 
legit farm, one John Kerwin’s family has 
been working since the ’50s. As farming 
profits dipped, Kerwin reconfigured his 
unused silo as a rustic living space with 
endless views of his pastoral grounds. 
History: “The barn was built in 1909 by 
the grandson of the homesteader,” Ker¬ 
win says. “It still serves as a barn; the silo 
went into disuse, and just bit by bit we’ve 
built two living units into it. It was a nice, 
substantial concrete structure and up at 
the top there was a great view.” 

Perks and/or Challenges: “We did get 
all of the county inspections and approv¬ 
als, so we’re legal and people tend to like 
staying there. I’m a mechanical engineer; 
I was able to put the facility together. I 
think it fits in nicely with the farm.” 
Typical Guest: “I think Airbnb is a group 
of early innovators, both the people that 
provide the housing and the people that 
stay. They’re looking for something other 
than a Motel 8.” 

Best Feature: “Putting it back to produc¬ 
tive use and embracing the city people 
in the countryside. I think that’s good 
for both sides.” 


Special Memory: “Being out in the 

country. It’s less than an hour to get here 
from the city, and I’d encourage people 
to come out.” 

Guest Review: “The views were jaw- 
dropping, sunrises and sunsets just beauti¬ 
ful,” Kent wrote. “We swam in the lake 
every day after our adventures.” 

LIGHTHOUSE 


Location: Two Harbors 
Average Cost: $165 per night 
Unlike the titular one in the recent Willem 
Dafoe and Robert Pattinson vehicle, this 
lighthouse won’t make you descend into 
madness. Quite the opposite! Built in 1892, 
the centerpiece of Two Harbors’ Agate 
Bay on Lake Superior still keeps ships 
safe, but it also keeps guests cozy in four 
rooms decked out with antique furniture. 
You can hear the pride in MeLisa Swan¬ 
son’s voice as the managing innkeeper 
with Lake County Historical Society 
describes the lighthouse/B&B/museum. 
History: “The Coast Guard ran it before 
we took over, but it’s been a B&B since 
’99,” Swanson says. “It is the oldest operat- 
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ing lighthouse in the state of Minnesota.” 
Perks and/or Challenges: “There are lots 
of perks. It’s also a functioning museum, 
so to be able to work in a piece of history 
in my hometown is pretty amazing.” 
Typical Guest: “We’ve had guests from 
all over the world: New Zealand, Thai¬ 
land, different parts of Europe, Canada. 
It amazes me the amount of people that 
are either lighthouse fans or boat nerds 
who are intrigued by the oar shipping 
that’s part of the town.” 

Best Feature: “Obviously the view of 


Lake Superior. You can’t go wrong with 
looking at that gorgeous lake every day.” 
Special Memory: “There have been guests 
that have been returning for over 15 years. 
A lot of them have said, Tt feels like our 
home away from home.’ It’s great to see 
them again and know they’re enjoying 
the experience.” 

Guest Review: “We had full access to 
explore the lighthouse and the grounds,” 
Julie wrote. “We learned a lot, so great 
to be able to stay in a piece of (working) 
history! The views are spectacular also!” 



AIRBNB 


JAILHOUSE 


Location: Preston 
Average Cost: $100-$180 per night 
Before he became innkeeper/owner of the 
historic Jailhouse Inn last year, Tom Kaase 
was an actual sheriff. Now, alongside his 
wife Dorle, the personable ex-cop oversees 
12 rooms inside the 10,000-square-foot 
brick building located two hours southeast 
of the Twin Cities. The place is famous for 
its Cellblock Room, which still features 
steel bars, as well its scones and cheeky 


“I spent the night in jail!” merchandise. 
History: “This was, up until 1971, the Fill¬ 
more County jail, as well as the sheriff 
residence,” Tom says. “It was completed 
in 1869. [The previous owners of 26 years] 
thought it was a sign that somebody local 
was interested in it, as well as an actual 
sheriff of the county.” 

Perks and/or Challenges: “It’s a very 
good clientele. The people we’ve had 
the opportunity to meet have been very 
rewarding. We’ve had 26 states and four 
foreign countries so far. People are inter- 
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AIRBNB 


ested in our story, but also hearing other 
peoples’ stories. The maintenance, the 
upkeep, and the weather are challenges.” 
Typical Guest: “We get a lot of people 
that like to ride the bike trails, hiking, 
fishing, history buffs. People come here 
to celebrate birthdays, holidays, family 
reunions.” 

Best Feature: “Just the uniqueness of it 
being the jail. One of our rooms is one of 
the old cellblocks. I started my law enforce¬ 
ment career here in Fillmore County. Being 
in the same building, the same jail, that 
was used for over 100 years.” 

Special Memory: “We had a lady stay with 
us this summer that was on her motor¬ 
cycle; she was doing 50 states in 50 days. 
We’ve had six bride and grooms and three 
proposals—and we’re batting 1.000 there. 
We had a 25th wedding anniversary for 
a couple who were married here. Bridal 
showers, baby showers, graduation par¬ 
ties—being part of those festivities is very 
rewarding.” 

Guest Review: “The rooms are quaint, 
all with beautiful antique furnishings and 
several with fireplaces” Karen wrote. “The 
view from the porch is breathtaking.” 

BUBBLE 


Location: Sartell 

Average Cost: $200 per night, sleeps two 
We can say, with a certain degree of 
confidence, that this is Minnesota’s 
only inflatable bubble hut operated by 
an 11-year-old girl. It’s absolutely the only 
such accommodation in the area, accord¬ 
ing to Bella Downare’s mom, Tammie. 
Sitting on five woodsy acres outside of 
St. Cloud, the fantastical structure has 
only been on Airbnb for a couple months, 
but guests are already raving about the 
experience and the lil innkeeper who bikes 
to Walgreens to purchase special snacks 
for her guests. 

History: “My husband surprised me with 
a trip to Iceland for our anniversary, and 
our first day there was actually spent in a 
bubble,” Tammie says. “When we came 


home, I said, T really want one of those.’” 
Perks and/or Challenges: “There’s 
not anything like it in this state. It’s like 
you’re camping, but you have a 360-view 
of everything around you. Cleaning it is 
really hard on the outside, and keeping 
it that way, because you want to keep it 
clear for people.” 

Typical Guest: “That’s what surprises me, 
it’s just such a variation: camping couples, 
an airline flight attendant from California, 
a young couple on their anniversary, a 
single lady from Iowa.” 

Best Feature: “You feel like you’re in 
nature, and you see things you wouldn’t 
see—I’ve seen owls just swoop over the 
top when I’m lying there; you can see 
the stars.” 

Special Memory: “Every single time 
we walk down to show somebody, it’s 
dark out. And when you walk into the 
woods it’s like fairy land—it’s lit up, it’s 
just beautiful. It’s like you’ve entered into 
another world.” 

Guest Review: “Truly an incredible 
experience, we had great expectations 
and everything was even more wonderful 
than we imagined!” Olivia wrote. “Thank 
you Bella for all the little details.” 

TRAIN CARS 


Location: Two Harbors 
Average Cost: $92-$209 per night 
If you’re checking in at Northern Rail 
Traincar Inn, and owners Cyndi and Jeff 
Ryder start describing “The Hobo Pack¬ 
age” (straw, canned beans), know that 
they’re pullingyour leg. The theme of their 
property is no joke: The couple rent out 
16 rooms constructed inside boxcars that 
were once destined for the scrap heap. 
Today, each reimagined railroad relic fea¬ 
tures individual bathrooms and themes— 
Victorian, Safari, Lighthouse, Bear, etc. 
History: “[The original owner’s 2002 
launch] was quite the project, and I will 
be honest with you: I stood at my house, 
they drove the cars right by us, and I turned 
to my husband and said, 'That woman is 
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nuts, nobody is gonna pay to stay in those 
nasty boxcars/” Cyndi laughs. “Are we 
rolling in dough? No. But are we com¬ 
fortable, are we making it a successful 
business? Yes.” 

Perks and/or Challenges: “There’s all 
kinds of challenges. Quite frankly struc¬ 
tural ones: It’s boxcars sitting on rails.” 
Typical Guest: “We get some people 
who think it’s mostly families with kids, 
and it’s not: It’s mostly couples. I bet 75 
percent of our business is couples. From 
everywhere, we’ve had guests from all 
over the world. This summer alone we’ve 
had Netherlands, Ireland, England, and 
Germany.” 

Best Feature: “Just the uniqueness of it. 
It’s something that was set to be demol¬ 
ished, and now it’s this really cool little 
hotel.” 

Special Memory: “We don’t do a lot of 
venue-type stuff, weddings and reunions, 
but when we have, they’ve been very, very 
special.” 

Guest Review: “The train cars are fin¬ 
ished inside making for a nice room but 
still maintaining the boxcar feel,” Chris 
wrote. “Besides, how many of you can 
say you’ve slept in a boxcar?” 

PIRATE SHIP 


Location: St. Paul 

Average Cost: $300 per night, sleeps five 
Dan Kellogg is the type of guy who un- 
ironically and frequently punctuates his 
sentences with “arrrrr”s. So it’s not entirely 
surprising that the pirate fanatic from 
Excelsior owns a fully functioning pirate 
ship. Kelloggacquired his 65-foot wooden 
vessel—which was originally commis¬ 
sioned by Disney’s Hilton Head Island 
Resort in South Carolina—about five years 
ago for $90,000. Docked at a Mississippi 
River marina near downtown St. Paul, the 
ship now transports guests into a pirate 
world, complete with “authentic pirate 
paraphernalia” from the Bahamas. 
History: “I punched in 'pirate ship’ on 
Craigslist,” Kellogg told City Pages in

August, describing the seller as “a funky 
guy—an artist, a shipbuilder.” 

Perks and/or Challenges: “People have 
so much fun dropping their day-to-day 
and stepping into a world of pure free¬ 
dom, living in the moment. The charter 
business is laden with rules so we just 
stay dockside where most everything 
is legal.” 

Typical Guest: “It’s really fun to be able 
to share it with all these pirate enthusiasts. 
[My family] grew up going to the islands 
in the Bahamas, and there’s a real pirate 
history down there, so I wanted to bring 
some of that to Minnesota.” 

Best Feature: “Every nook has something 
in it: old classic books, swords, chests, 
even a few pirates. There’s bottles of rum 
hidden around the ship for the treasure- 
hunter adult guests.” 

Special Memory: “We all know people 
who are struggling. The ship helps us 
laugh at it briefly, it helps us face the 
inevitable and the reality of life, which 
is death. Pirates were in pretty bad shape, 
but they seized the day and just went for it.” 
Guest Review: “Who knew there was a 
pirate ship on the Mississippi?!” Annie 
wrote. “Staying here was like being on the 
set of Pirates of the Caribbean. Amazing!” B3

hat’s my patch,” says 
Kathy Scheer, proudly 
pointing to one of 
two pieces of cheese 
embroidery, stitched in 
a yellow that really pops against her black 
chefs coat “If anybody gives me any grief 
I used to point to one. Now I point to them 
both,” she explained with a Cheshire grin. 

To the layperson, those patches on her 
chest represent a profound knowledge of 
cheese few attain. They’re a modest nod to 
how Scheer, in the self-identified twilight 
of her working years, came to conquer the 
world of cheese. 

This summer, Scheer passed the Ameri¬ 
can Cheese Society’s bonkers test to become 
a Certified Cheese Sensory Evaluator (or 
CCSE), which involves challenges like 
smelling 10 glasses of milk and picking 
out hidden aromas. 

“There are 45 [of us] in the world. I like 
to say 'universe,’” laughs Scheer, breaking 
down the numbers. 

Three of these CCSEs live in Minnesota, 
but Scheer is the only one who works in a 
public-facing capacity, let alone a grocery 
store. Yes, this means New Hope’s Hy-Vee 
is home to one of the most knowledgeable 
cheese professionals anywhere. (Minne¬ 
sota’s other two CCSEs are cheese reps.) 

Despite her success, Scheer only began 
working with cheese four years ago. After 
a career spent in general merchandise 
retail, her former employer was going 
out of business and she “[saw] the writ¬ 
ing on the wall.” When a hiring manager 
at Hy-Vee offered her a position in the 
cheese shop, neither had any clue how 
high Scheer would soar. 

In 2017, Scheer began the process of 
cheese mastery by signing up for the first 
of two tests, in which she would answer 
150 questions like “How many ounces of 
fat are there in a one-pound cheese of 65 
percent moisture content and 70 percent 
fat in dry matter?” (It’s 3.92 ounces, duh). 

In exchange, she’d earn the coveted 
title of American Cheese Society Certi¬ 
fied Cheese Professional (or CCP)—which 
signifies a “mastery of cheese knowledge 
and best practices” bestowed unto fewer 
than 1,000 individuals since the society 
was founded in 1983. 

The organization was conceived as a 
national grassroots coalition of professionals 
ranging from retailers and food writers to 
cheesemongers, distributors, and importers/ 
exporters, and Scheer felt its certification 
would help her better serve shoppers. By 


communicating to customers in a more 
relatable way, and serving as a mouthpiece 
for the cheesemakers, she helps everyone 
succeed. This meant challenging herself 
to refine her language, knowledge, and 
approach to cheese. 

Today she describes the test-prep process 
as “absolutely grueling.” 

“Anything that could remotely touch 
cheese could be on it. It’s like, from animal 
husbandry and different breeds of cows 
and how much they can produce, to which 
cow does better in warm weather, to all 
the goat breeds, all the sheep breeds, the 
water buffalo, to cheesemaking,” recounts 
Scheer. “Then there’s cheese pairing, food 


safety laws, there’s import-export.... It just 
goes on and on.” 

She’d studied for the test alone but 
had told everyone she was taking the 
exam, which made for an excruciating 
month of limbo while scores were tal¬ 
lied. Meanwhile, everyone kept asking 
if she’d succeeded. 

“It’s a soul-searcher, because you have 
to think, if I didn’t pass how do I feel about 
that and how am I going to break it to all of 
these people who are pullingfor me?” Scheer 
describes having spent a lifetime of pushing 
her way to the front, a feeling that fueled her 
through college, where she found herself 
the only woman in her upper-level classes, 


fightingfor the top score. To rediscover this 
excitement mixed with a responsibility in 
cheese ultimately proved deeply motivating 
for her, even as the stakes rose. 

When finally an email arrived congratu¬ 
lating Scheer for earning the CCP designa¬ 
tion, she found herself celebrating in a room 
alone, surrounded by computers, shouting 
at the top of her lungs. “I was so relieved. 
I’m really proud of this. It’s almost like a 
fraternity. If you run into people who are 
CCPs, you are instantly like, T know you 
know your stuff and that you have passion 
and intelligence and commitment,’ so thaf s 
pretty interesting.” 

Scheer didn’t stop there, though. This 
summer she pursued the society’s even more 
rigorous CCSE designation. It’s here she 
smelled all those glasses of milk—correctly, 
too. She also had to evaluate 12 cheeses 
from appearance, rind, and texture, to 
aroma and flavor, proving her ability to 
determine a cheese’s salability. 

Once it became clear how much work 
went into earning her CCSE stripes, it 
begged the question: Why stay at Hy-Vee 
when more traditionally refined environ¬ 
ments beckoned? 

For Scheer, it was simple. “I’m at the 
end of my career, let’s face it. So I want 
to work for a good company, not a shady 
company, and Hy-Vee has an impeccable 
reputation.” She also loves the freedom 
Hy-Vee gives her to question the status 
quo, and management’s responsiveness 
to her ideas. 

In keeping with this is Scheer’s dedica¬ 
tion to American cheeses—and no, we’re 
not talking about Kraft singles, though she 
concedes “there’s a time and a place for that,” 
even in her lauded world of cheeses, like the 
Rogue River Blue from Rogue Creamery, 
which was the first American cheese to ever 
take home the title of World Champion. 
(Hot tip: Scheer received three wheels of 
the big winner last week.) 

By running workshops from Hy-Vee, 
Scheer can steer attention to issues that 
might be lost on consumers. She recounts 
a recent Cheese 101 class in which she said 
to her students, “I happen to be promot¬ 
ing all American cheeses because, I don’t 
want to be a Debbie Downer, but I want 
you to be aware there’s a dairy crisis and 
let’s support our dairy however we can.” 

This is her way of doing it, at an accessible 
level. It takes 10 pounds of milk to create 
a single pound of cheese, which means 
Scheer’s not only making a dent in our 
nation’s milk reserves, she’s also expand¬ 
ing palates and minds in the process. 03

Ford v Ferrari is expertly engineered

n the mid-1960s, the slumping Ford 
Motor Company took abold turn: The 
American institution best known for 
its mass production scale decided to 
build the world’s greatest boutique 
racecar and topple master car designer 
Enzo Ferrari. 

To achieve victory, the company turned 
to an unlikely duo. Driver Ken Miles was 
an eccentric, exacting perfectionist, and 
designer Carroll Shelby was a racer-turned- 
car-salesman who held the distinction of 
being the only American ever to win the 
notoriously punishing 24-hour race in Le 
Mans, France. 

Director James Mangold’s historical 
dramatization, For dv Ferrari, co-starring 
Christian Bale as Miles and Matt Damon as 
Shelby, isn’t so much a movie about speed as 
it is about the pursuit of speed. It’s a process 
movie; think the inventive engineering of 
Apollo 13 or the elaborate computerized 
codebreaking of The Imitation Game. 

Damon puts on a big-ass hat and Texas 
swagger to match as Shelby, whose affable, 
quiet intensity is a foil to Miles’ bug-eyed 


passion. This is skinny Bale in full-on The 
Fighter/The Machinist mode, convincingly 
channeling obsession as only an obsessive 
can. He’s riveting even when he’s talking to 
himself in the car. This electricity, coupled 
with Damon’s groundingpresence, makes 
for a tremendously winning team. 

<Jutlander star Caitriona Balfe, essentially 
the only woman in the movie, is relegated 
to the thankless task of playing Miles’ 
Standard-Issue Supportive Wife, whose 
sole function is to provide the hero with 
maternalistic care spiked with an eyebrow- 
raise’s worth of skepticism, just enough to 
lend her the veneer of an actual character. 
(This same role befell the talented Claire 
Foy in last year’s historical biopic Oscar 
bait, First Man, which pretty much told 
you its gender politics right there in the 
title.) Balfe is talented, but her character’s 
inclusion feels entirely compulsory. 

It’s linguistically apropos that the big 
race the film is centered on is called Le 
Mans—this is a movie about Le Mans and 
the men. Ford v Ferrari is catnip for mid¬ 
dle-aged white dudes, not even so much 
a bromance between the leads as it is an

almost fetishistic ode to engineering and 
a Protestant work ethic. 

But here’s the thing: It’s really good. 

The true story of Ford’s audacious move 
against Ferrari is perfectly suited to film. 
This is reality as genuine crowd-pleaser, 
shaded with the just the right amount of 
complications and melancholy. 

Mangold and his pit crew of writers 
capture it expertly. He makes two hours 
of watching car repairs fully riveting. 
When at last the time comes to show off 
that speed, the final 30 minutes of racing 
sequences are some of the best ever put 
onscreen. The action, the historical detail, 
and the ace lead performances are bol¬ 
stered by an exceptional supporting cast 
that includes Jon Bernthal, Tracy Letts, 
and Ray McKinnon. 

Fordv Ferrari, like the car it celebrates, 
is a high-performance machine created by 
a tremendous team effort. Even when the 
film takes a few familiar laps, it’s a thrill. B3

Mu’s Fast Company is silly fun with a family of crooks

n Fast Company, playwright Carla 
Ching couches a family therapy ses¬ 
sion inside a caper about big lies, 
double cross, and thievery. This 
Theater Mu production, presented 
at the Guthrie’s Dowling Studio, ends up 
being more heartfelt than heart-stopping, 
garnering a few laughs along the way. 

The story follows an Asian-American 
family of grifters who have a few issues 
to work out. Animosity is bubbling up 
and starting to affect their work, which 
often entails exploiting racist tropes to 
steal from their marks, unsuspecting 
rich white people. Mable, the head of the 
family, is facing a revolt from her three 
adult children. Some want to get in on 
the game, others want out completely. 
Ming Montgomery is Mable’s ambitious 
daughter, Blue; Eric Togi’ Sumangil plays 
wayward son H; and Brian Kim is Francis, 
who dreams about a death-defying career 
of a different sort. 

As Mable, Jeannie Lander doesn’t seem 
much older than some of the actors play¬ 
ing her kids. Still, she bears the weight 
of her character ably, adding layers and 
balancing emotional vulnerability with 
callousness. 

Beyond the various beefs they have 
with each other, they spend a lot of time

discussing deceitful methods. Should 
“Spanish Prisoner” be used? Or “Pig in 
a Poke?” Things get interesting when col¬ 
lege student Blue shares her ideas about 
using game theory, the science of logical 
decision making, for swindling purposes. 

Miko Simmons’ projection design is 
a show-stealer here. Using the irregular 
shapes of Joel Sass’ set design, Simmons 
helps give scenes a sense of place and 
mood. Whether he’s projecting garish 
lights and signs to represent the outskirts 
of Las Vegas, a dimly lit noir-style office 
room, or an isolated meat locker, Simmons’ 
elements are fully immersive, taking us to 
a variety of locations in the increasingly 
absurd plot. 

Brian Balcom directs, and keeps things 
light and silly. Yes, the ending is tele¬ 
graphed before the conclusion, but that 
issue lies more with the script than with 
the direction or performances. Ultimately, 
this is a play that’s sometimes outland¬ 
ish and a little bit corny. Bring a family 
member with whom you want to make 
amends; perhaps this show will provide 
some inspiration. B3

BABY TALK 

DaBaby’s energetic flow is what hip-hop’s timeless 
enthusiasm sounds like right now

othing about music ages with 
more difficulty than enthu¬ 
siasm. 

After a year of struggling 
to raise funds for his cancer 
treatments, rap pioneer Jimmy Spicer died 
this September, just 61, and to honor him 
I dipped back into his nine-minute 1980 
opus “Adventures of Super Rhyme” for the 
first time in years. Once more I wondered 
how impossibly antique old-school rap- 
real old-school, pre-Run D.M.C., yes yes 
y’all, one-for-the-treble, formative party 
rap—must sound to a kid for whom Biggie 
and Pac are distant voices. Spicer’s lush 
enunciation and playful need to expand 
his story to fill space sound extravagant, 
like those twee hobbitty British old folk 
songs that end every line with some kind 
of fa-la-diddly-dee nonsense. 

As much as hip-hop loves to mythologize 
its origins, it’s futile to try to draw a line from 
the actual recordings of those prehistoric 
days to the sounds of today. That’s partly 
because rhyme styles have innovated and 


technology has pushed rap’s rhythms for¬ 
ward. But more so, while the excitement that 
comes from getting on the mic and finally 
being heard has been a constant over the 
years, the way that feeling is expressed is 
always embedded in its historical moment. 
Even The Daisy Age, a recent (and brilliant) 
Ace Records compilation of tum-of-the-’90s 
rap—an era that’s lip-serviced as a golden 
age—must require a leap of sympathetic 
imagination from anyone too young to have 
been there. Each new generation of listeners 
and musicians tells itself it’s more knowing 
and less innocent than its predecessors; 
each old generation hears sour nihilism 
in the laughter of the new kids. 

Nobody’s gonna listen to DaBaby and 
think of De La Soul or the Funky 4+1—if 
nothing else, he’s a lot more violent. But 
the 27-year-old North Carolina rapper’s 
ping-ponging flow is what that enthusi¬ 
asm sounds like today. Last year, DaBaby 
was just another talented kid with a pair of 
mixtapes to his name and an extravagant 
promotional style. (He called himself Baby 


Jesus and strolled around Austin in a diaper 
and gold chains.) But he superseded the 
hype this year with Baby on Baby, its title 
craftily descriptive of his style: DaBaby’s a 
one-man crew, his voice multi-tracked into 
a simulated choir of DaBabys that answer 
and agree with each other 

DaBaby hasn’t developed the sort of 
persona that turns a great rapper into a 
durable star. “I’m like the Tupac of the new 
shit,” he boasts, but he has none of Pac’s 
haunted gravitas, though his style’s no less 
magnetic for lacking that. Nor, for all his 
real-life drama—he dodged manslaugh-

this year—do the fleet verses or “yeah yeah” 
and “good good” punctuation of “Suge” 
call to mind the muscular menace refer¬ 
enced in the song title. What leaps out of 
his bars isn’t just virtuosity (though try to 
keep up if you doubt his skills) so much as 
momentum, abettedby the video-game beats 
and squelchy bass of his go-to producer, 
JetsonMade. 

There are no femme choruses sweeten¬ 
ing the pot on Baby on Baby, and few fea¬ 
tures: When Rich Homie Quan shows up, 
his emotional keen feels like an unseemly 
imposition. Yet the music is taut without 
feeling austere, and though there are few 
sounds that register as “pop” by current 
standards, there’s something populist to it 
in the way the earliest rap was: It required 
no specified knowledge for you to get it Rap 
has drawn up rules over time, as any matur¬ 
ing art form does, and split into differing 
camps, one prizing the nuance of lyricism, 
another preferring the intricacies of flow. 
But historically, listening to rap from the 
outside, it’s individual voices that have stood 
out, and the vocal imprints of the greatest 
MCs offer their own content—listen to Lil 
Wayne without understanding English and 
you could still fathom his appeal. Similarly, 
the kinetic charms of DaBaby’s flow are 
their own reward. 

DaBaby released his second 2019 album 
in September, Kirk (DaBaby’s birth name 
is Jonathan Kirk), and this time around he 
knows the world is listening. On “Intro,” 
he addresses how he learned of his father’s 
death the same day he found out his album 
topped the Apple Music charts, but I’m 
happy to report that, on this bolt toward 
maturity, his voice darts just as athleti¬ 
cally as on the simple and effective “Bop.” 
You can imagine how surly he gets on 
“Pop Star,” where he chafes against any

accusations of what defensive rappers 
called “selling out” in olden times. There 
are more features than before, and since 
there’s something insular about his style, 
he’s still learning to rap comfortably in the 
company of others. 

For all that, I prefer Kirk to Baby on Baby, 
though I can’t tell you if Kirk is a “bet¬ 
ter” album or if the pleasures of tracking 
DaBaby’s ricochet flow are simply cumula¬ 
tive. That’s not usually how it works: Pop 
thrives off first impressions. Think of all the 
artists whose debuts are the best thing they 
ever did, or whose favorites are the first 
one you happened to hear. So much music 
impresses you with a freshness that can’t 
be duplicated even after an artist refines 
their work. But the simple fact is, the more 
I listen to DaBaby the more I want to listen 
to DaBaby. 

Someday his exuberance may sound 
as corny and dated to hungry MCs (or 
the stars of whatever style follows rap) 
as Jimmy Spicer adopting a Bela Lugosi 
accent and confronting “Coward Hosell” 
over a disco beat does to today’s rappers. 
And those kids will find a new way to 
channel their enthusiasm into something 
that feels cool and current to their contem¬ 
poraries. If we’re lucky, that is—because 
when that spirit is totally squelched, we’ll 
be truly screwed. B3

Sissy 

That Talk 

My boyfriend encourages 
my kinks... and then makes 
me feel bad?

M y boyfriend and I met online 
to explore our kinks. We’d 
both been in relationships 
with kink-shaming people 
who screwed with our 
heads. Since we weren’t thinkingit was more 
than a hookup, we put all our baggage on the 
table early and wound up becoming friends. 
Eventually we realized we had a real con¬ 
nection and started a relationship where we 
supported our desire to explore. I’ve never 
been happier. The only issue is how he gets 
down on himself if I get more attention than 
he does. After the first kink party we went to, 
he would not stop trying to convince me that 
no one looked at him all evening. I tried to 
boost his confidence, and I also brought up 
things like “You were on a leash, so maybe 
people assumed you were off-limits.” No 
dice. I couldn’t get him to even entertain the 
notion that anyone even looked at him. He’s 
a cross-dressing sissy who loves to be used 
by men—heterosuckual—and he has a lot of 
baggage with every one of his exes citing his 
cross-dressing as a reason to leave him for 
a “real” man. We also have had issues with 
guys coming over for him, finding out there’s 
a Dommefemale, and switching focus to me. 
I wind up avoiding kinky sexual situations 
(which I love!) because I’m so concerned 
aboutprotectinghis ego. I’ve triedusingmy 
words and we generally communicate well, 
but he is unwilling to entertain interpreta¬ 
tions that don’t mesh with his theory that 
he’s undesirable. The breaking point was 
this past weekend. He encouraged me to 
go to a swingers party with a friend, and I 
had a blast. It was super-empowering, and 
I wanted to tell him every detail—the way 
he will when he services cock—and he was 
so jealous that I was able to effortlessly get 
attention, he wasn’t ready to hear it. It made 
me feel the same sex shame I felt with my ex. 
It also made me feel like he was insinuating 
how could I get so lucky, which hit all my 
chubby girl self-conscious places hard. 
SEEKING INSIGHTFUL STRESS SOLUTION, YUP 

Tell that sissy to get over herself. 

Your boyfriend is makingyou feel guilty 
about somethingyou have no control over: 
Women get more attention at mixed-gender 
sex/play parties than men do. As far as your 


respective kinks go, there are always going 
to be more people who want to get with 
Domme women than guys who want to 
get with/be serviced by submissive hetero- 
suckual cross-dressers. Your boyfriend will 
always attract less interest than you do at 
a kink party. Instead of trying to ruin your 
night for getting more attention than he 
does, your boyfriend has to make the most 
of every opportunity that comes his way. 

And if some guy approaches him at a play 
party only to realize he’s on a leash, isn’t 
that guy supposed to turn his attention to the 
Dominant partner? If your boyfriend could 
resist the urge to spiral at those moments, 
those men would probably turn their atten¬ 
tion back to him at some point, particularly 
if you encouraged/gave them permission 
to do so. (You perhaps should also make 
it clear to anyone who approaches you at 
some-if-not-all kink parties that you’re a 
package deal. But even then, your boyfriend 
has to accept that you’ll be leveragingyour 
desirability on behalf of both of you.) 

Usually when I advise readers to “use 
their words,” it’s about making sexual 
needs clear, i.e., asking for what we want 
with the understanding that we may not 
always get what we want. But what you 
need is for your boyfriend to knock this 
petty, hypocritical slut-shaming shit off. 
It might help if you got him to accept not 
just the reality of the situation, but also 
the risk he’s running: His insecurities are 
sabotagingyour relationship. Setting traps 
for you—like encouragingyou to go out and 
play only to make you feel terrible about 
it afterward—and making hurtful insinu¬ 
ations about your attractiveness is making 
this relationship untenable. Tell him that 
you’re going to dump him if he can’t get a 
grip. Then ask what will be worse—being 
partnered with someone who gets more 
attention than he does in kink and swinger 
spaces or being a single male in those spaces. 
(It’s a trick question, at least partly, as many 
of those spaces don’t allow single males.)
